Texas University 
Regents Select

was unanimously selected as the 
site for a new million-dollar branch 
of the University of Texas med- 
ical school today. 


The board of regents of the Un- 
iversity of Texas followed the 
recommendation of the house of 
delegates of the State Medical As- 
sociation in choosing the North 
TexaR city. 
San Antonio, Temple' and El Paso 
also were contenders. 
The board made no statement 
In connection with anoucement of 
the decision reached at an exec- 
utive session here today. 
The regents will meet again 
this afternoon to work out final 
details of a contract with the 
Southwestern Medical Foundation 
Involving ownership of the-foun- 
datlon's existing medical college 
at Dallas. 
The new medical school's estab- 


lishment was authorized by the 
61st legislature. It left the decision 
on location to the board of regents, 
with the advice of "the house of 
delegates of the State Medical As- 
sociation. 
Dallas Recommended 


The doctors had recommended 
Dallas as the site. 
The regents had heard repre- 
sentatives of Dallas, San Antonio 
and Temple in new pleas for their 
cities as locations for the school 
or some future school, before go- 
in e into executive session, 
A. J. (Jack) Lewis of San An- 


tonio conceded that Dallas would 
be awarded the school but .urged 
the regents to keep San Antonio 
in mind when a 
new medical 
•chool is needed. 
"The problem of providing Tex- 


as with n< w doctors has not and 
will not be solved today," Lewis 
•aid.

CENTERVILLE, July 14.—W— 
Bight highway patrolmen and a 
Texas ranger have been patrolling 
Centerville streets since 
Sheriff 
Ben Lee shot a man to death here 
Saturday. 
Lee said today he shot Tim Bill 
Fatherson, 29, during a 
scuffle 
while trying to arrest the heavily- 
built man "for disturbing the peace 
and being drunk." 


"The patrolmen and ranger came 
at my "request and as a result of 
threats made 
against me," the 
sheriff said. "They're not here right 
now. The patrolmen went to attend 
the Governor's'funeral. But they'll 
be back." 


Lee said Fatherson had a police 
record and two years ago was in- 
dicted on assault charges after the 
beating of former County Attorney 
Lamar Palmer, 


"Saturday afternoon I was driv- 
ing down the main street here 
when Fatherson hollered at me and 
cursed me, telling me to come and 
get him," Lee related. 
"I tried to arrest him. He at- 
tempted several times to take my 
gun away from me. I shot twice 
The first time I missed.Fatherson 
but two bystanders were hit. The 
second time I got Fatherson In the 
right chest."

New York Transit

NEW YORK, July 14.—(/P)—CIO 
transit workers struck suddenly to- 
day against.all 21 lines of the New 
York City Omnibus 
corporation. 
The lines carry an estimated 925,- 
000 passengers daily. 


The walkout was called by the 
CIO Transport Workers 
Union, 
eight hours after 350 malntananco 
workers quit work at- one of the 
company garages in protest against 
dismissal of four employes. 


The company termed the initial 
walkout unauthorized but the big 
union quickly announced thot it 
would suppart the strike. 


At the same time, Michael J. 
vulll, president of TWU, said that 
the stoppage would be extended to 
the Fifth Avenue Coach Corpora- 
tion at midnight tonight if the dis- 
pute with the Omnibus Corporation 
is not settled by then.

Largest Acreage 
Of RecenfrYe^re * 
Planted In Texas 


AUSTIN, July 
14.—(IP)—Texans 
planted more acreage this 
year 
than in any season since 1937, and 
better than average yields per acre 
expected. 


This crop outlook as of July 1 
was announced today by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Its statewide survey showed 29,- 
400,000 acres for production, seven 
per cent greater than last year. 
Heavier yields of wheat, Cotton, 
oats, barley, rye, rice, flaxseed 
and sweet potatoes were forecast. 
Lighter yields from sorghums, corn, 
peanuts and hay acreage were not 
expected to offset the gains. 
Developments in the citrus area 
Indicated a very short crop for 
the 1049-50 season. 


A June bloom failed to material- 
ize after a light March bloom. 
Lemon trees were killed or so se- 
verely damaged that Texas was 
expected to be out of commercial 
production indefinitely. 
Shivers Starts 
In New Duties As 
Texas Governor 
% 
AUSTIN, July 14.—VP>—Gov. Al- 


lan Shivers was at his desk at 8 
a. m. today to begin his duties as 
successor to the late Gov. Beau- 
ford H. Jester. 


He will be formally inducted as 
governor Saturday morning in a 
simple ceremony at the Shivers 
family farm near Woodvllle. 


Meanwhile, he faced 
a desk 
stacked with executive work left 
over from the recently-ended 61st 
legislature. 
It Includes ihe sign- 
ing of dozens of bills and mak- 
ing of scores of top-flight 
ap- 
pointments. 


These matters were 
pending 
when Jester left his office Satur- 
day to go to Gelveston for a phy- 
sical checkup and a rest before 
clearing his desk. 


Shivers will serve as governor 
to fill Jester's unexpired term 
which lasts until January, 1961. 
There was little doubt that 
he 


would stand for election to the 
next full term. '• 


On the other hand, Senator Pep- 
per (D-Fla) called Mr. Truman's 
arguments "reasonable common- 
sense and full of practical justifi- 
cation." 
The President spoke out last 
night in telling the nation by radio 
about his new program designed 
to expand production and avert a 
more serious business slump. 
"We shall have to be sure," the 
President said, "that the selfish in- 
terests do not drive us into the 
ditch, as they have done before." 
As he did in the economic re- 
port he sent to Congress last Mon- 
day, Mr. Truman said: "We are 
not in a depression," Many people 
who talk of a depression, he said, 
would like to have one "for political 
reasons," 
But he added that the Increase in 
the number of people out of work 
"Is something to worry about, and 
something that must be cured." 
The President again lit Into the 
Republican-ruled 
80th Congress 


of 1947-48 for cutting Income tax- 
es. He criticized It, too, for refus- 
ing to enact the anti-inflation 
program he wanted then but now 
has abandoned because, he said, 
of changed oconditlons. 
He called those policies blunders 


on the part of the 80th Congress, 
and he said "selfish interests" were 
to blame. Then he added: 
"Now these same selfish interests 
are urging us to commit a third 
great blunder. They are now urg- 
ing drastic cuts in government ex- 
penditures—cuts which would fall 
hardest on those 
expenditures 


which are most imoprtant to our 
domestic economy." 


That was an obvious reference 
to the move in Congress to trim 
federal spending. 


Mr. Truman explained that he 


Is dropping his request for a $4,- 
000,000,000 tax Increase because he 
does not want to "injure the eco- 
nomic health of the country." Indi- 
cating the alternative is red ink, 
he added: 


"You cannot achieve a surplus 
In the government budget when 
you have » declining national 
economy, x z x If we follow the 
wrong budget policy at this time 
and slash our expenditures, we 
will Increase unemployment, cut 
down Investment, weaken our de- 
fenses, and Injure our efforts for 
peace."

Thornton, 57, was found on a 
blood-soaked bed in an Amarillo 
tourist court June 23, His skull 
had been fractured in two places 
and a towel and shirt had been 
tied around his tahroat.

band was hit in the legs by shot- 
gun pellets 
during 
the 
ca*. 
shooting. 


District Attorney 
Clyde Fill- 


more said the woman admitted she 
and her husband woro in the 
Borger-Amarlllo area at the tlmee 
Thornton was killed.

Thornton's diamond ring, first 
reported missing, was found 
at 
hie home, but a large sum of 
money was taken from his effects. 
A young man and woman who 
came to the tourist court with 
Thornton the night of June 22 
have been sought in the slaying 
Officers learned Thornton picked 
up a young couple in New Mexico 
and gave them a ride to Amarillo.

Monroe Doctrine 
For Europe Urged 
By GOP Senators 


Alternative For 
Atlantic Treaty Is 
Taft-Flanders Idea 


WASHINGTON, July 
Republican Senators Taft of Ohio 
and Flanders of Vermont propos- 
ed today extending the Monroe 
Doctrine to Western Europe as an 
alternative to the North Atlantic 
treaty. * 
Their idea would be to veave the 


United States as the sole judge 
of what steps to take in the 
event of an 
aggressive 
move 
against 
any Western 
European 
nation. 
A rkesolution calling upon Presi- 
dent Truman to extend the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to Western Europe 
was offered by Flanders for him- 
self and Taft during senate de- 
bate on the 12-natlon North At- 
lantic Pact. 
"Thin is a unilateral action we 
can control," Flanders told 
re- 


porters. 
Both Taft and Flanders have 


announced their opposition to the 
Atlantic Pact. It would bind each 
of tho 12 slgnrs to consider an 
attack against any one of them 
as an attack on all. 
The Monroe Doctrine, as pro- 


claimed by President Monroe in 
1823, 
was designed to, 
protect 
Western Hemisphere nations from 
European designs. 
Flanders said he -sees danger in 
this country sending "vast masses 
of arms" to Western Europe. 


"There Is danger some of the 
governments might become Com- 
munist-controlled," ho said. 
Flanders called extension of the 


Monroe Doctrine to Western Eu- 
rope a preferable alternative 
to 
the 
North Atlantic Pact 
and 


arms for Europe. 
The Taft-Flanders resolution was 


Introduced after the Democratic 
leaders tried to get an agreement 
for a senate vote Saturday on the 
pact. 
Senator Watklns (R-Utah) 
blocked it. He "said he would not 
agree to a vote before Wednesday. 
Democratic Leader Lucas of Jl- 
linois then announced he will keep 
the senate in session tomorrow 
night and probably Saturday to 
push toward a vote early next 


Lucas had asked that the Senate 
agree unanimously to a vote Sat- 
urday at 5 p. m. 
But Watkins declared the vote 
on such an important issue should 
go over until next week. 
Then Lucas tried to get consent 


to a vote either Monday or Tues- 
day."If you change it to Wednesday," 
Watkins said, "then I'll agree." 
Lucas did not take him up on 
that. One senator's objection can 
block an agreement for a vote.

LONDON, July 14.—<rt>)—Tho La- 
bor government, with almost un- 
animous approval from parliament 
1'or Its broad emergency powers, 
sent a doubled force of service- 
men, to work today on the strike- 
bound London docks. 


Forty-fivo hundred soldiers and 
sailors, as against 
2,300 yester- 
day, moved Into the port area to 
unload food ships tied up by tho 
18-day 
stoppage. 
Another 2,700 


men wore ordered by th Royal 
Air Force to stand by for duty to- 
morrow. 


The dock labor board said 14,- 


204 men were idle today, 3,4M 
more than when the emergency 
was proclaimed by King George 
IV at th request of the cabinet 
last Monday. 


Work on 132 ships was holdup. 
Eight others were being unloaded 
or loaded by undermanned crews. 
Almost 40 ships still were being 
workod by full dock crews. 


The house of commons last 
night 
approved 
the 
emergency 


powers assumed by the govern- 
ment, which has seized control 
of the dock area along the Thames 
river under regulations which vir- 
tually mean martial law. 
Com- 
mons approved the regulations by 
a vote of 412 to four. One Com- 
munist and three members ex- 
pelled from the Labor party cast 
the only dissenting votes. 


The emrgncy proclamation, first 


since the general strike of 1928, 
is valid for f. week. Parliament 
can extend it to 'a month.

excommunication of Communists 
stung the 
Communist-controlled 


press of Europe to violent reaction 
today. 
The Vatican disclosed lost night 
that Pope Plus XII has cut off 
from the sacraments and comforts 
of the faith all Roman Catholics 
"who make profession of the ma- 
terialistic and anti-Christian doc- 
trine of the Communists." 
The action was a stern warning 
that tho church will not compro- 
mise with Communism. 
II Paeso, Communist-line news- 
paper in Rome, called tho decree 
"an act of hatred" and the official 
Italian Communist newspaper, L1- 
Unlta, said the order "crowns a 
violent provocatory campaign of 
the Holy See against Catholics who 
do not Intend to submit to its po- 
litical directives." 
Italy Is an overwhelmingly Cath- 


olic country In which the Commun- 
ists officially number more than 
2,000,000, and the papal decree 
could have a telling effect here. 
Tho Communists have swung 8,- 


000,000 votes in the postwar •lec- 


tions in France, also a predomin- 
antly Catholic country, where the 
warning of the pope to the faithful 
to avoid exposing themselves to 
Communists doctrines and writ- 
ings also could have a heavy ef- 
fect. 


The concern the Communists ap- 
parently feel in France is re- 
flected in the official French Com- 
munist newspaper L'Humanlte. In 
an angry attack on the Vatican, 
the newspaper termed the decree 
"pure totalitarianism." 


L'Humanlto said it would be Im- 
possible "to violate more directly 
the freedom of thought of men in 
a domain that la political, not re- 
ligious," 


The decree, announced by the 
sacred congregation of the Holy 
office —which Is in charge of pro- 
tecting the faith—and approved by 
tho pontiff—Is Interpreted by In- 
formed Vatican sources to be a 
last warning to Catholics who may 
be leaning toward Communism. 


The decree marks the fourth 
time the pope has used excommunl-

Under the 1948 program, 1,123 


Navarro county farmers protected 
their land and Improved their 
larms by terracing,, bermuda sod- 
ding, tanking, seeding both winter 
and summer legumes and applying 
superphosphate, the records re- 
vealed. 
Triple-A Secretary Bob Cllcque 


predicted that the 1949 program 
would benefit many more farmers 
—possibly more than 2,000. 
Total cost to the government 


for all Improvements In soil was 
$102,878.28, but 
this constituted 


only about half the actual cost of 
all mechanical work, cost of seed 
and fertilizer. 


As for this year's program, Geo. 


Ward, chairman of the Navarro 
Agricultural Conservation Commit- 
tee, said 1,600 
farmers 
already 


have received approvals to the ex- 
tent of $130,000 for the same prac- 
tices that were carried out In 1948. 


A summary of the records re 


vealed: 


Some 165 farmers built 1,260,869 
linear ftfet of terraces which will 
protect 3,815 acres 
of 
seriously 


erroded soil. , 
' 
Forty Navarro county farmers 


built 32,860 cubic yards of diver- 
sion terraces which will serve to 
protect 1,115 acres of soil from 
excess water. 
Earthen 'dams were constructed 


by 102 farmers amounting to 95,- 
344 cubic yards of dirt. 


One hundred ninety-eight farm- 


ers seeded 42,859 pounds of vari- 
ous, varieties of adapted pasture 
grasses. 
Five farmers sodded 33 1-2 acres 


of bermuda sod. 
A total of 588 put out 4,158,500 
pounds of super phosphate to Im- 
prove the fertility of 16,634 acres 
of crop land. 


Farmer, used 298,350 pounds of 


Austrian winter peas and vetch 
on 2,182 acres (seeded In the fall 
of 1947 to comply with 1948 pro- 
gram). 


Ward pointed out that the Ag- 


ricultural Conservation Program, 
developed from farmer and com- 
mittecmon recommendations from 
each county in the country, pro- 
vides a national program that is 
flexible and adaptable enough to 
meet the particular conservation 
problems In each county and on 
each farm. 


Recommendations are sent In by 


county committees to state offices 
and each state makes Us recom- 
mendations to Washington. From 
these recommendations a national 
list of approved practices Is com- 
piled. Then the state selects the 
practices, from the national list, 
meeting the conservation 
prob- 


lems within the state. From a state 
list, the county committee selects 
the practices most needed In the 
community. 


Assistance is provided under the 


program to cover about half the

The *ye* of Texas wer* upon 
the First Methodist church of Cor- 
slcana today as more than 2,000 
persons gathered to pay their last 
lespects to Bcauford H. Jester, 
the first governor of Texas to 
die in offlc*.

ed church was filled to standing 
and outside public address speak- 
ers carried th* mesages of the 
Rev. Erwin F. Bohmfalk, the late 
governor's pastor, and of Bishop 
A. Frank Smith of th* Houston 
area, to the hundreds who lined 
the street and,stood on the church's 
spacious lawns, 


A light rain fell about an hour 


before the services were to begin 
but th* little shower kept none 
from attending The route to the 
church was lined with cars parked 
three deep on svery street. Texas

county police as well as members 
of the IMrd Field Artillery and 
143 Infantry units of th* Texas

Of Governor Back Home To Corsicana 


Texas' searing sun was kind to 
its late governor when It slipped 
behind a huge cloud as the Texas 
National Air Guard planes bear- 
in hts body returnee- him to his 
home city. 
It was late in the afternoon 


when the two-motored plane taxied 
to the waiting hearse which was 
to carry his remains to his final 
resting place. 
AB the body of 
the late Gov. Beauford H. Jester 
was taken from the plane, rays 
of sunshine broke through 
the 
cloud and cast their dancing light 
on his flag-draped casket. 
Flanes Escort. 
Twelve fighter planes from the 


03rd fighter wing of the Texas 
National Air Guard soared over- 
head as the governor's body WE.S 
carried to the McCammon hearse 
by eight members of the Texas 
National Guard units from 
the 
133rd Field Artillery and the 143rd 
Infantry, both out of Corsicana. 
Several large floral pieces, which 
accompanied the body, were placed 
in trucks and preceded the pro- 
cessional into Corsicana. 
Nearly 1,000 friends and neigh- 


bors were on hand to greet the 
remains of Texas' 
first citizen 
and there wasn't a dry eye in the 
crowd as the funeral coach drove 
off 
behind an escort of Texas 


highway patrolmen, county and 
city police and 
the 
National 


Guard units. 
Arrived at 5:05. 
Th ecrowd awaiting the gov- 
ernor's body was tense as the huge 
C-47 and the 12 escort fighters 
first came into sight at 5:05 p-m. 


Upon orders of MaJ. Gen. K. I* 
Berry, adjutant general, the en- 
tire flight circled Corsicana 
and 


the Jester home. As the fighters 
zoomed through the sky, the lar- 
ger plane landed at 5:12 p. m.and 
taxied to the airport gate. 
The honor guard and others in 


the plane came slowly down the 
landing steps, grief showed on ev- 
ery face. Snon the several floral 
pieces were unloaded and then the 
governor's flag-draped casket was 
handed down- 
The entire crowd snapped to 
attention ag his body was carried 
to the waiting funeral coach. 


Circled Town. 


After the procession moved off, 


Col. Bill Nottingham, 
a close 


friend of the governor and his 
pilot on many flights, said: 
"The general ordered me

circle the governor's home town
